Dr.  Oliver  gives  an  account  of  a  cher¬ 
ry  atone  on  ahieh  were  carved  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  twenty. four  head-*,  eo  distinctly 
that  the  naked  eye  coaid  distinguish  those 
belonging  to  pope#  and  kings  by  their  mi. 
tre*  and  crowns.  It  was  bought  in  Prussia 
for  fifteen  tboaaand  dollars,  and  thence 
conveyed  to  England,  where  it  was  consid¬ 
ered  an  object  of  so  much  value  that  ita 
postexsiou  was  disputed,  and  it  became  ibe 
object  of  a  suit  in  chancery.

Pliny,  too  tells 
us  that  Homer’s  Iliad,  with  its  flfteeu  thou¬ 
sand  verses,  was  writteu  in  so  small  a  space 
as  to  be  coutaiucd  iu  a  nutshell;  while 
Eliftu  mentions  an  artist  who  wrote  a  dia- 
tich  iu  letters  of  gold,  which  he  enclosed  in 
the  rind  of  a  kernel  of  corn.

Dome  is  now  lbs  chief  seat  of  the  art  of 
cameo  calling,  two  of  which  are  produced 
—  Uio-e  cat  iu  hard  stone  and  ilro-e  cut  iu 
shell.  The  stones  most  valuable  for  ibis 
purpose  are  the  Oriental  onyx,  provided 
they  have  ihe  different  colors  iu  parallel 
layer*.  The  value  of  the  stoue  is  greatly 
lucre a-ed  for  this  pnrjHWie  if  it  Iras  four  or 
tin  d:ff« reut  oolor.  iu  (svraliel  layers,  if  the 
layers  are  so  thiu  as  to  as*isl  in  making  the 
di.-v;<.-e  of  the  cauieo.  For  example,  a  spe¬ 
cimen  nt  stone,  which  La*  four  layers,  may 
be  u-efui  tor  a  cameo  of  Minerva,  where 
Ihe  grutiud  would  bo  of  ff  dark  gray,  iho 
face  light,  iho  bust  and  helmet  black,  the 
cre-t  over  the  helmet  brown  cr  gray.  All 
such  cameos  are  wrought  by  a  lapidary's 
lathe  with  pointed  instruments  of  steel, 
and  by  meaus  of  diamond  dust.  Shell 
cauieo*  are  cut  from  large  shells  found  ou 
the  Afucau  and  Uraxilittu  coast*,  and  gen¬ 
erally  show  two  layers— oue  white  and  the 
other  a  pale  coffee  Color  or  deep  red  or¬ 
ange.  The  subject  is  cut  with  small  steel 
chisels  out  of  the  white  portion  of  the 
shell.  Stones  adapted  for  cameo-cuttiug 
are  deu-e,  thick  aud  consist  generally  of 
three  layer*  of  different  colored  shell  ma¬ 
terial.
